WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The section along the Atlantic seaboard has been 
treated to quite good showers or heavy rains during the 
past week, so that generally speaking the weather has 
been favorable for canners’ crops. In fact, the tomato 
crop has made very good progress, so much so that some 
of the operators have changed from gloom to joy and 
now anticipate quite good results. Yet there are nu- 
merous spots in this territory, and some of them heavy 
canning sections, where rain is very badly needed. The 
year is most peculiar in this respect, that the distribution 
of rain is anything but even. 

The Ohio Valley and Central-West are still in the 
grip of a severe drouth and the damage has become seri- 
ous. There were light showers experienced during the 
week, but not generally, and not of sufficient size or long 
enough duration to relieve matters. 

Taking a view of the entire country the canners’ 
crops have been cut down from 15 to 50 per cent., first 
by the severe frosts of early spring and the general 
coldness of that time, and then later by the prolonged 
drouth, and all crops are late and require a late fall to 
insure anything like normal packs. Today it is entirely 
a question of how late the frosts stay off in every section 
of the country, even if good rains come along to relieve 
conditions and save the crops from entire destruction. 

Tomatoes.—There has been some packing of toma- 
toes in this city this week, but in the main the quality of 
the crop now arriving is not good, and the resulting 
canned article is being criticized as being at best only 
poor off-standards. The goods are being offered on the 
market at 7714. and are moving very slowly. Just why 
such goods are ever packed is a puzzle, at least thus 
early in the season, when the ultimate pack is in doubt, 
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Were the pack made and the total so small that the mar- 


ket would be compelled to take such goods, we might: 


understand it. It is significant that some of these early 
packings of last year’s goods—held for a whole year 
without finding a buyer—are now being offered on the 
New York market and hurting the market. 

Our extensive Crop Reports show the real condi- 
tions of this crop in almost every section of the tomato 
canning industry, so that it is not necessary to repeat 
them here. But as we go to press we are in receipt of 
word from Glenwood, Iowa, on tomatoes, beets and ap- 
ples, which reads: 


“The crops are very poor. Excessive heat and no 
moisture damaged crops fully 50 per cent. up to the 
present time.” 


Another writer, just at hand, from the central part 
of Missouri, and a man in thorough touch with the en- 
tire situation of that State, says of tomatoes: 


“With three-fourths of a normal acreage, the plants 
look thrifty, but are late, two-thirds of the crop just set- 
ting the first blossoms. Our spring was cold and late. 
One-third of our acreage was set out in May, but will not 
have any ripe tomatoes before August 20th. The bal- 
ance, which was not set out until after May 26th, is just 
now beginning to blossom. The weather is dry.” 


Today the tomato crop and pack is a question of 
plentiful rains and a very late fall, but with both of these 
desired conditions, the pack will not be up to early ex- 
pectations. 

Corn.—Owing to the drouth and the extreme heat 
corn is not in a favorable condition. Coming on top of 
the severe cut in the acreage, this condition makes the 
outlcok serious; because many experienced farmers re- 
port a very light setting of ears. This crop is also late, 
though some of the factories in this section are about 
ready to commence operations. 

Just at hand, as we go to press, is a report from the 
heart of the corn-canning section of Iowa, which reads 
(and the writer is a packer thoroughly conversant with 
conditions in all sections of that State): 

“Seven hundred acres in 1912, none in 1913, is our 
acreage report. The condition of the State over shows 

a poor 65 per cent., and the acreage in the State is less 

than 35 per cent. of 1912. The prospects are very poor. 

The spring was late and the corn weedy; July was very 

dry and hot, and the corn is not earing.” 

Corn must be a very much lighter pack than for the 
past several years, for while good weather would benefit 
muck of it, it is now almost too late for such improve- 
ment. 

Fruits.—As has before been said, this section had 
practically no fruit to can. Some have been fondly hop- 
ing that the peach crop would be fair, but even this hope 
is not to be realized. Maryland and Delaware will hardly 
have enough fruit to supply the tables in season. Georgia 
had no peach pack, as witness a letter just received from 
one of the largest packers of that State: 

“The crop and pack of peaches all over the State was 


poor, and we had no pack at all this summer, as the 
crop was a failure at both of our places.” 


In California they are having another spell of very 
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hot weather, and it is reported some of the factories have 
shut down, owing to the poor quality of the peaches, 
which are ripening too rapidly on account of the hot 
spell. The pear pack will also be light there; and in the 
East it is generally expected that the pear pack will be 
light. In this immediate section there are no Keifer 
pears, though some sections report a good crop. Apples 
will be a short crop generally, and New York State can- 
ners will have to look to some other canning crop, for 
the Baldwins are no crop at all this season. 


The Market.—Trading has been of the general sum- 
mer variety, the mid-season quietness having settled 
over the market. A great many buyers are away on 
their vacations; but where they are on hand, they are 
disinclined to pay he prices which holders are firmly de- 
manding. ‘There has been some interest in all lines, and 
some trading, but nothing of particular moment.

The Market——Not very much change has taken 
place during the week. Buyers are very conservative 
in most instances, and in the main refuse to take supplies 
at the high values asked by nearly all holders. The crop 
situation has its influence, but not as much as holders 
would like to see. The outlook favors holders, however, 
and where any movement is reported, prices tend up- 
ward. Generally speaking, the market is firmer on about 
all the leading varieties, if the quality is desirable, but 
upon ordinary sorts prices are, in a way, matters of 
negotiation, 

Tomatoes.—Interest has centered to some extent in 
No, 10s, and offerings have been reported at $3.10 New 
York, or $2.85 Baltimore. Buyers are quite sure that the 
quality is open to question. They say that a good many 
of them, if not all, were the first pack of New Jersey 
crop last year, and were immature and poor quality. 
Offerings of this character have a tendency to keep the 
price of good quality stock down, since purchasers are 
afraid to buy. Good grades still bring as high as $3.40@) 
$3.50 here, and according to holders plenty of transac- 
tions have been made at the outside figures. For No. 3s 
the price asked is 82’%4@85c., for best quality, with most 
holders asking the outside figure, No. 2s can be bought 
for 62%c., and sales are reported as low as 60c., but many 
holders are asking 65c. For futures not much demand is 
reported, Former prices prevail—80c. for No. 3s, with 
some packers asking up to 82%c., and 60@62'M%c. for No. 
2s. No. 10s are quoted up to $2.40@a2.50, though busi- 
ness at the outside price is inconsequential. Crop condi- 
tions are reported better, but are not yet normal. 

Corn.—Most grades are steady. Fancy Maine is 
hard to find below $1.10 and almost nothing is obtainab!e 
below $1.07%. Standard Maine is held up to 90c. in most 
instances. New York State fancy is 90c. and standards 
are quoted as high as 82/c., though 80c. will buy. South- 
ern and Western low-grade corn has remainded steady 
at 55c. Movement has declined somewhat under the in- 
sistance of holders upon these terms. Futures are quiet 
and sales during the week have been light. 

Peas.—Little change is reported in the situation. 
Fancy grades are fairly active, but they are extremely 
scarce and movement is restricted for this reason. Me- 
dium grades are wanted in a moderate way at steady 
prices, but standards, which are believed to be abun- 
dant, are neglected and sales are light. The result of 
the pack in the West is the principal point of interest in 
the situation now. Fine grades are certain to be short, 
but it is hoped that others will be more satisfactory. 
Offerings from various points now range at 85@90c. fac- 


tory for standards. A few seconds are available at 80c. 
No large buying is in progress, pending the outcome of 
the pack. Canners will scarcely make full deliveries, but 
the exact proportion is uncertain, and that makes the 
market somewhat uncertain. 

String Beans.—The situation is unchanged, though .- 
holders are somewhat firmer in their views on_ best 
grades. Poor stock is slow and few are ready to make 
offerings for it. 

Asparagus.—Conditions have changed but little in 
the past week. Sales have been made at about full range 
of values, but only small orders have been placed. 

Sweet Potatoes.—Conditions are unchanged, and 
business is done tpon a very narrow basis. It is said 
that nearly all holders are firm in their views, which has 
a tendency to restrict sales. 

Beets.—The market is quiet, but everything is firm- 
ly held at quotations. Best grades are said to be a trifle 
more active, but even at that movement is slow. 

Spinach.—Nearly all holders are firm in their in- 
sistance upon prices, and conditions apparently favor the 
holder. Movement is largely of a retail character. 

Fruits.—Sales during the week, taking all varieties, 
have been about up to the average, and holders have re- 
mained firm, even under considerable pressure. A few 
of the crops are uncertain. Apples, for example, and it 
is impossible to say what the output will be. Movement 
in the most wanted varieties has been generally fair, 
though without important feature. 

Apples.—The firmness on State No. 10s continues. 
A few sellers are still disposing of their stocks at $2.00 
f. o. b. factory. As a rule, however, packers are demand- 
ing more money, and they appear in a fair way to get it. 
Southern, new pack, are offered at $2.25 f. 0. b. factory. 
The best information obtainable indicates a light pack of 
all grades. 

Pears.—California standard 2's seem to be a shade 
firmer. Not much stock is procurable in any quarter. 
Eastern and Southern stock is also scarce and prices tend 
upward. 

Peaches.—It is more difficult to find lemon clings at 
less than inside figures. Other varieties are about steady 
and sales are made in a small way only. Holders feel 
confident of the future because of the shortage of this 
year’s crops almost everywhere. Southern packers are 
reported seriously disappointed at the outlook in their 
section of the country. California packers are not 
anxious sellers. Michigan reports a light crop, but no 
one can say what proportion are likely to prove poor. 

Plums.—The market is quiet and sales are made in 
a small way only at full outside figures for best qualities, 
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In the main the situation offers nothing new or unusual. 


Apricots.—The market remains unchanged, with the - 


exception of the best qualities, which are a shade firmer. 
Holders insist upon full prices, but are not anxious se]lers 
even then. For standards $1.55 is still quoted, but it 1s 
more difficult to shade the outside figures. 

Pineapples.——Hawaiian stock is steady, after the re- 
duction made in futures some two weeks ago, but there 
is comparatively little movement at present. The out- 
look is substantially unchanged, with a little careful 
about what they take. Other varieties remain steady 
as heretofore quoted, but there is no movement worth 
mentioning. 

Raspberries.—The market is steady, but movement 
is slow. Holders are firm, the scarcity of stock making 
conservatism necessary. 

Strawberries.—Short stocks are responsible for slow 
trading. Holders are not urging business, and buyers, 
too, are conservative under pesent conditions. 

Blueberries. —Dry weather has burned the berries on 
the bushes in some localities, when practically ripe. The 
outlook indicates that the crop will be short and prob- 
ably prices will rule high. 

Blackberries—The bulk of the crop was ruined in 
some quarters by the dry weather and dealers may have 
difficulty in obtaining a sufficient supply to satisfy their 
customers. 

Gooseberries.—The pack is smaller*than last year. 
Movement will be restricted in consequence. 

Salmon.—A fair business is in progress in most va- 
rieties and Chinook seems to be firmer. Holders are con- 
servative. A few sales from second hands are all that 
are reported, and those are made at quotations. No. 1 
flats are held at $2.25, and hard to find at that. Reports 
of the sockeye run are encouraging. Old pack is held 
firmly up to quotations. Red Alaska talls are firmer, but 
can still be bought at $1.37%. Most holders are asking 
$1.40. Some lots of new pack are now due. Pink talls 
are steady, but movement seems to be restricted. 

Sardines.—A fair demand is noted for the better 
sorts of domestic pack, with prices about steady. The 
market has changed but little since the last report. The 
pack is still light and the run of fish the smallest ever 
known,

PICKED UP IN THE MARKET. 


Charles E. Hale, of Charles E. Hale & Co., San 
Francisco, has been in New York this week, making his 
headquarters with J. M. MeNiece & Co. 

Sardine packing in Norway is at a standstill, ac- 
cording to cables to the Toksted-Burger Company, from 
the Hangesund house. Stocks*of low-priced goods there 
are exhausted and deliveries on orders now booked will 
have to go over till next fall. The time is now passed 
when fish are available for such purposes. Fancy grades 
will be short, too, since no fish of any sort are going into 
cans. 


According to reports from Astoria packers of Chi- 
nook salmon are not likely to deliver over 50 per cent. 
of their contracts on spring pack, and some may fall far 
short of that. The fishing season closes August 15 under 
the law. 

New York jobbers are reported to have bought 
large quantities of sockeye salmon during the past week 
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or two at $1.05 f. o. b. for halves, with a guarantee of 50 
to 75 per cent. delivery. Some say the total sales are 
35,000 to 40,000 cases, 


Private wires from Seattle say that the run of sock- 
eye salmon has begun, and that it is the heaviest on rec- 
ord for a fourth year. 

W. B. Gere, of the Merrill-Soule Company, Syracuse, 
N. Y., has been in New York, stopping with U. H. Dud- 
ley & Co. 

James S. Neuman, of the Neuman & Schwiers Com- 
pany, is back from Europe. He says the French sardine 
pack is poor and prices are high. French packed vegeta- 
bles are held strongly, owing to unfavorable conditions. 

According to recent information from California the 
peach crop will be short. Shipments of green fruit will be 
the largest ever known. Canners and shippers have 
bought so many that driers are having difficulty to ob- 
tain sufficient to fill orders. Canners are very active in 
buying freestones. From seven to ten cars of Elbertas 
are shipped daily from Selma, Cal., to Eastern markets. 

Charles Corby, of the Corby Commission Company, 
is home from a trip to Europe. 

Advices from Portland say that the run of salmon 
on the Columbia River is much better. 


Apple crop experts say that the 1913 outlook for 
New York States does not exceed 55 per cent. of a full 
yield. Baldwins are a total failure. New York State 
canners have declined to sell old pack fancy grades at 
less than $3, delivered New York, for No. 10s. A bid of 
$3 f. o. b. Rochester was made on 10,000 barrels State 
winter apples. Operators are asking $3.25 f. 0. b. station. 

Shipments of fresh apricots have been so large and 
canners have bought so liberally that driers are having 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient raw stock. 

John A. Robertson, a well-known grocer of Boston, 
Mass., was a visitor in the New York market this week. 

“Sid” Thursby, of the well-known canned food house 
of Kemp, Day & Co., with “Sid,” Jr., has gone to Shure’s 
Landing, Md., for a long vacation. They will be the 
guests of the Mark Rock Club. According to the elder 
gentleman they are going to stay until the fish stop 
biting. 

No opening prices have been named on 1913 Alaska 
and Sockeye salmon, and may not for sometime. Close 
observers believe that the range will be about 70c. on 
chums; pinks, 75c.; medium red, $1.00; red, $1.25; sock- 
eve talls, $1.50; sockeye flats, $1.65; halves, $1.10, all 
f. o. b. coast. 

Offerings of early pack Maryland tomatoes, de- 
scribed as full standard grade, have been made during 
the week as follows: No. 3, 77%c.; No. 10s, $2.50@ 
2.75 f. o. b. factory. The quality is reported inferior and 
seldom grades above off-standard. The effect of these 
offerings has been to make an easier feeling in all grades.

Many buyers away on vacations —Spot tomatoes well cleaned up, and futures not inter- 


esting—Packers generally, not anxious to sell—Corn prospects very bad owing to

Chicago, August 8th, 1913. 

The Weather.—We have had cool, bright weather 
during the past week in Chicago, interspersed with some 
hot winds now and then from the south. 

Spot Tomatoes.—The local market is well cleaned 
up; sales have been made this week of Eastern standard 
3s at 85c. and 874c. ex-warehouse Chicago, but spot 
stock at these prices, which originated in a bankrupt 
stock, has been closed out and there are no standard 3s 
to be had in Chicago now for less than 90c. ex-warehouse. 
Spot 10s are held at $3.75 and spot 2s at 70c. 

Future Tomatoes.—Many of the big buyers are away 
on vacation, which means that they have covered their 
needs in tomatoes, and most other future goods and with- 
drawn their future prices, thereby stopping the sale of 
futures. 

This means that they have recalled future lists from 
the salesmen, and that hereafter sales wiil be confined to 
goods in stock and which have been contracted for. 

Indiana packers appear to be absolutely indifferent 
about selling futures and brokers are making no effort 
on the pack of tomatoes from that State. 

Spot Corn.—The spot corn market is at a standstill. 
No sellers, no buyers. Everyone seems disposed to stand 
pat, 

Future Canned Corn.—Some inquiry is developing. 
The smaller buyers who have not speculated in last year’s 
packing are now coming into the market to buy for their 
private labels, and are being compelled to pay the open- 
ing price on futures, or a little higher than opening 
prices. 

The hot wave, which is still spreading over Central 
Indiana and Illinois, is causing wild speculation on 
change in field corn, and corn for canning is, of course, 
affected likewise. 

1] had a long-distance telephone message from a 
Western-Central Indiana packer today, and he said that 
the ieaves on the corn stalks were curling up with the 
heat and turning brown, and that he would withdraw all 
corn prices, spot and future. 

Canned Peas.—Deliveries are now coming in and are 
in many respects disappointing as to qualities on lower 
grades and shortages on the small or fancy grades. 

The Wisconsin Pea Canning Company announces 
the following deliveries in Alaska peas: Lakeside extra 
sifted E. J., 35 per cent.; Lakeside sifted E. J., 20 per 
cent.; Lakeside selected E. J., 45 per cent.; Lakeside 
Marrowfats, 100 per cent.; Lakeside Telephone, 100 per 
cent.; Eureka sifted E. J., 100 per cent.; Eureka Early 
June. 70 per cent. 

The pack of peas in Indiana did not average as good 


quality as the previous year, the season not having been 
as favorable. It would seem that the yield of late or 
sweet peas is turning out better than anticipated, both as 
to quality and quantity. 

Pea experts here in Chicago are predicting higher 
prices all along the line on peas and the development of 
great shortage in the output as soon as the result is 
known. 

Canned Salmon.—The sockeye magnates have gone 
to the Pacific Coast to see the big run coming in and 
going into the traps and cans, 

We are told that the packing is now at its fullness 
and that canners are turning away fish, having more than 
they can properly take care of. 

This condition does not, however, argue or mean an 
unusually large pack. It does mean that the big fourth- 
year run is on and that the fish are coming in strongly as 
anticipated. 

The run, however, may stop in an hour and discon- 
tinue for weeks or not resume at all, except in a very 
small way, for the remainder of the season. 

The canners of sockeye salmon must take chances 
just ‘ike other fishermen, and fishing has been uncertain 
business since the time of the Apostles, who were the 
first fishermen of whom we have any authentic history. 

It is necessary in packing sockeye salmon to can 
enough this year to last during the three off years, as the 
run in the three off years is very small and insignificant. 

If the canners succeed in packing a million cases of 
sockeye this year on Puget Sound, it will be none too 
many. 

New sockeye salmon is now rolling, and is arriving 
freely in Chicago, and the quality is of unusually high 
grade. The packers have not yet named prices, but ship- 


ments are coming in, prices to be adjusted to the opening 
price, when named. Some are guessing at the price of 
sockeye salmon f. 0. b. Coast as follows: No. 1 flat, 
$1.65; No, 1 tall, $1.50; No. % flat, $1.10. Others think 
the prices when announced will be lower. 

American Sardines.—The recent advance of 15c. per 
case on these goods created no excitement or interest. 
The packers of American sardines appear to have per- 
mitted the public to get an apathetic position toward 
their product and seem inclined to let it so remain. 

Canned Apples.—Spot stock is gone. None to be 
had except in retail way. [utures are today ogered at 
$2.60, Chicago-New York pack, but canners state that 
they expect a price of $2.75 to $3.00 in a very short time. 

Buyers Absent.—Wilcox, of Sprague, Warner & 


Co.; Walsh, of Durand & Kasper Co.; Frost, of Steele- 
Wedeles Co.; Weber, of Henry Horner & Co.; Murch, 
of Montgomery Ward & Co., and one or two others are 
away and brokers are having a hard time keeping their 
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sales up to the maximum.

British Columbia canneries at standstill through strike—Record run of sockeyes 


Market 


An 


immense pack being made—Expert view of salmon and fruit markets—Fear the 


strike may spread. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 8th, 1913. 

Strike in British Columbia.—The salmon fishing and can- 
ning operations on the Fraser River, B. C., are at a complete 
standstill just at the time when the sockeye run is at its 
height, owing to a strike of the fieshermen and cannery em- 
ployees. The strike was called Sunday night, August 38rd, 
and 35 canneries are closed today. 

The strike is due to the fact that the operators cut the 
price of raw fish from 25c. to 15c. White men, Japs and In- 
dians, both men and women, are standing together in their 
efforts to tie up the industry at this critical moment. Can- 
nerymen up and down the coast fear that the trouble will 
spread. 

The run of sockeyes to date has been all that could be 
expected. The big run may change the whole complexion of 
the situation. If the Puget Sound packers should be so fortu- 
nate as to fill their cans with Sockeyes, it will mean that very 
few Pinks will be packed in this district this year, and that 
the trade will have to depend on the Alaska output. On this 
account the Pink situation is much stronger than it was anc 
some holders have withdrawn their quotations in the expecta- 
tion that opening prices will be higher than those now pos- 
sible to obtain. 

There is a good deal of conjecture as to what prices will 
prevail at the opening. The whole matter is, of course, indefi- 
nite, but the views of brokers and packers are interesting, 
nevertheless. Here is what Philip Brady, of Seattle, says in 
regard to opening prices: 

“The lowest prices that ought to prevail this year in or- 
der to give a decent profit should be: Chums, 70c.; Pinks, 
75c.; medium reds, $1; Red Alaska, $1.25; Sockeye talls, 
$1.50; Sockeye flats, $1.65; Sockeye halves, $1.10. 

“The low prices now prevailing on Chums and Pinks will 
probably result in a reduced pack, and naturally cause in- 
creased demand, hence these two forces tend to create ulti- 
mately a very strong situation on Chums and Pinks. With 
the opening of the Panama Canal and the great development 
in South America and the islands of the Pacific, we are de- 
veloping a demand for Chums and Pinks which will some day 
call for an extra million cases every year. Trade has already 
developed to take up approximately 6,000,000 cases annually, 
which is evidenced by the comparatively small lots remaining 
from last year’s pack, which was the largest we ever had. 

“This will be known as a big pack year of Sockeyes and 
possibly Red Alaska. Naturally if the canneries succeed in 
almost completing their pack with the higher grades, that the 
pack of Chums and Pinks will be smaller than in 1912, al- 
though a better way of figuring it is, we believe, to say that 
there will be a good pack of all grades.’’ 

Fruits and Vegetables.—Fruit and vegetable canneries 
in Western Washington and Oregon are now operating regu- 
larly. Nearly every plant is busy. The following summary 
of the operations of these plants is made for The Canning 
Trade by George M. Burrington, of Seattle, who represents a 
large number of the canneries in this part of the country: 

“The pack of strawberries was short of expectations. 
This was due to the fact that so much rain fell while the ber- 
ries were ripening that the fruit was in most instances too soft 
for canning purposes. The pack of raspberries and logan- 
berries will be about normal. Raspberries are selling very 
well fresh, and for this reason the output of the canned prod- 


uct will not be quite as heavy as had been expected. There 
will be a very short pack of cherries. The pack is nowhere 
near what was expected. Cherries were a short crop and the 
wet weather caused the fruit to split, making it very undesir- 
able for canning purposes. The pack of string beans will be 
somewhat below normal. The acreage is not as large as it 
was a year ago. The crop of pears and prunes will be light 
this summer, so that a below-normal pack of those two com- 
modities may reasonably be expected. There will be plenty 
of apples.’’ 

The demand for Western Washington and Oregon canned 
foods has taken a sharp spurt during the past two or three 
weeks, following a period of considerable dullness. Orders 
are coming in thick now, and it looks as though everything 
would be cleaned up in good shape early. One feature of the 
demand is the fact that a number of nice orders have been 
booked from the Middle-West. A straight carload of logan- 
berries and blackberries was sold in a Middle-Western city 
this week. This is the first sale of its kind ever made in that 


city. Packers cannot obtain a sufficient supply of loganber- 
ries. Packers generally are quite well satisfied with condi- 
tions. They are not getting so much for their fruits and vege- 


tables this season as they did a year ago, but will not be com- 
pelled to carry over any stock. The local demand is good.

HARFORD CANNERS GETTING READY FOR BIG SEASON. 


(From the Havre de Grace Republican of July 26th.) 

Harford County (Md.) canners are getting their canning 
houses in shape for the biggest canning year in the history of 
packing in this county. Last year was a big season and the 
canners made a lot of money, which is an incentive this year 
for larger operations. Many of the canneries which have been 
idle for several years will be put in operation this season, and 
it is expected the pack in Harford will far out-strip anything 
in previous years. 

There are over 135 canning houses in the county which 
operate every year. The packs from these houses bring sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars to the pockets of the canners, 
the growers and the operatives, and when the season is closed 
and the returns in it means fat pocketbooks for a lot of people. 
The canning houses are now under rigid inspection and the 
most sanitary methods are used in packing the goods. A great 
many of the canneries are fitted with new sanitary machinery, 
which means that the hands of the operatives hardly come in 
contact with the fruit. The large canning house of the Bel 
Air Packing Company, located a mile from Bel Air, will be in 
operation again this season and its pack will be one of the 
largest in the county. This cannery is equipped with all 
modern sanitary machinery and its operations will add greatly 
to the output in Harford. Most of the canneries in the county 
pack tomatoes and corn and furnish a market to the farmers 
for thousands of tons of each. The number of people em- 
ployed runs up into the thousands at good wages, and it means 
much to the women and children of the city, who find employ- 
ment for about six weeks to two months in the canneries at a 
season when work is slack in other lines. 

Statistics show that in Harford County-more than 2,500 
men, women and children are employed in the canneries dur- 
ing August and September. It is estimated that several thou- 
sand acres of land are under cultivation by the farmers and 
hucksters to furnish fruits and vegetables, and then comes in 
the large number of people employed in the mills to make 
the boxes to pack the canned goods, so when the industry is 
rounded up it will mean probably the largest revenue to the 
largest number of people of any industry in the county. It 
is growing in importance every year and the output is getting 
larger all the time.

LABELING OF CANNED FOODS. 


The National Canners Association, in December of last 
year, began a correspondence with the Secretaries of Agri- 
culture, of the Treasury and of Commerce and Labor, for the 
purpose of getting an amendment of the Rules and Regulations 
promulgated for the enforcement of the National Pure Food 
and Drugs Act, so far as the same refer to the labeling of 
canned foods. In that correspondence we presented the rea- 
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of the manufacturer and place of manufacture are given, they 
should also appear upon the principal label. Third, prefer- 
ably upon the principal label, in conjunction with the name of 
the substance, such phrases as “artificially colored,” ‘“‘colored 
with sulphate of copper,’’ or any other such descriptive 
phrases necessary to be announced should be conspicuously 
displayed. Fourth, elsewhere upon the principal label other 
matter may appear in the discretion of the manufacturer. If

The present regulations provide in part as follows: 

Misbranding. 
Regulation 17. Label. 
(As amended by F. I. D. 84, Jan. 31, 1908, taking effect 
Feb. 10, 1908.) 

(a) The term “‘label’’ applies to any printed, pictorial 
or other matter upon or attached to any package of a food 
or drug product, or any container thereof subject to the pro- 
visions of this act. 

(b) The principal label shall consist, first, of all infor- 
mation which the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, spe- 
cifically requires, to wit, the name of the place of manufac- 
ture in the case of food compounds or mixtures sold under a 


the contents are stated in terms of weight or measure, such 
statement should appear upon the principal label and must be 
couched in plain terms, as required by Regulation 29. 

On January 24th, 1913, the Secretary of the Association 
addressed the folowing letter to each of the three Secretaries, 
and sent specimen labels therewith, that is to say:

Sir: Relative to our recent correspondence in reference to Regula- 
tion 17, | am enclosing three specimen labels. These labels are sent you 
to illustrate what we have been trying to express in former letters to 
the three Secretaries, namely, that while the arrangement is not strictly 
that required by the regulations, yet the essentials, so far as they are 
given on the label, are all in accordance with the law, and plainly and 
conspicuously placed on the label. For instance, on no one of the labels 
does the name of the packer appear on what would probably be re- 
garded as the “principal label,” and on No. 3 the net weight of con- 
tents is given as 28 to 30 ounces.

case of foods and drugs. All this information shall appear 
upon the principal label, and should have no intervening de- 
scriptive or explanatory reading matter.

Of course. we understand that the Board of Food and Drugs In- 
spection is not favorable to this method of expressing the weight, and 
we are advising canners to state the weight exactly, rather than as 
a weight between a minimum and a maximum figure. Moreover, on 
No 3 the statement of weight does not appear on the principal label. 

For the reasons above stated, therefore, each of these labels now 
enclosed to you is technically wrong, although substantially in com- 
pliance with the law. It is just such matters as the above that are

Dear Sir: Referring to your letter of January 24th, submitting 
certain labels and calling attention to apparently technical misbrand- 
ings on these labels and requesting that arrangements be made for a 
hearing before the three Secretaries regarding the changing of Regu- 
lation 17. I will state that the Board has never considered labels of the 
type submitted by you under Nos. 1 and 2 as even technically mis- 
branded, and does not see how objections could be made to labels of 
that kind. as they stand. 

The Board, however, does take objection to a label of the nature 
of No. 3, “where a statement that the product is packed with juice 
from trimmings is made jm an inconspicuous manner, not connected 
with the name of the material.” In the opinion of the Board when- 
ever it is necessary to make a qualifying statement upon the label re- 
garding a product, that qualifying statement must directly modify the 
name of the product itself. 5 

As regards the name of the manufacturer not being in the proper 
position on these labels, I will state that it has never been held that 
such form of statement constituted a misbranding under the Food and 
Drugs Act. In making this statement, I have taken into consideration 
the letter written you by the Board of Food and Drug Inspection, dated 
September 6, 1912, and beg to say that your labels 1 and 2 do not 
appear to me to be inconsistent with the opinion there expressed. 

Under these circumstances, I desire to know whether or not you 
— to have a hearing before the three Secretaries regarding this 
matter.

The letter of September 6, 1912, referred to in the above 
letter reads as follows:

Dear Sir: I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your communication 
of August 13, 1912, in which the question of the principal label is dis- 
cussed and certain information requested by you. The main question 
which is presented is what is regarded as the principal label on cans 
eylindrical in shape. 

Regulation 17 of the rules and regulations promulgated by the three 
Secretaries provides, in part, that all the information which the Food 
and Drugs Act specifically requires shall be contained on the principal 
label. In requiring that certain information should appear on the 
labels of articles of food and drugs, Congress considered that the pur- 
chaser was entitled to this information. It considered this information 
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was important, and consequently such information should appear on the 
label in a place where it will be conspicuous and attract the attention 
of the purchaser. 


The paper bearing the statements which constitutes the label or 
labels on cans cylindrical in shape is in some cases arranged in parts, 
each part bearing statements or devices which are separate and inde- 
, from the statments or devices appearing on the other parts. 
n nearly every instance some one of these parts is displayed so as to 
stand out more prominently than the others. In a case of this kind, it 
is my opinion that that portion of the paper around the can which is 
made the more conspicuous, either by the statements or devices which 
appear thereon, is to be regarded as the principal label within the 
meaning of Regulation 17. 


Regarding the term “principal label,’ where a striped label on a 
eylindrical can is so divided as to form two prominent labels each 
bearing the name of the product prominently displayed so that either 
face may be used upon the shelves of the grocer, any statement re- 
quired by law or necessary for the full description of the product 
should be plainly made upon each of these labels and in conjunction 
with the name of the substance. Of course what is to be regarded as 
the principal label must depend upon the facts in each particular case.

Secretary Galloway’s letter, read in connection with that 
from Mr. Doolittle, shows the attitude of the Government with 
reference to the labeling of canned foods to be this: The Gov- 
ernment does not require that the canned foods’ label shall 
be separated into parts, one of which, in virtue of the arrange- 
ment of the matter thereon, becomes the principal label, but 
if the packer, himself, by such arrangement constitutes a part 
of his label the principal label, then Regulation 17 applies 
with full force. That is to say, if the packer should so ar- 
range the matter of his label as to make one portion thereof 
unjustly prominent, so that it would attract and hold atten- 
tion to the exclusion of the other parts of the label, then upon 
such most prominent part of the labe should appear the state- 
ments required by Regulation 17; but, so long as no one part 
of the label is especially prominent, any part of the label is 
permitted to contain the statements required under the reg- 
ulation, provided they are plainly and conspicuoulsly set forth. 

Attention is caled to that part of Secretary Galloway’s 
letter which says: ‘The Board, however, does take exception 
to a label of the nature of No. 3, where a statement that the 
product is packed with juice from trimmings is made in an 
inconspicuous manner, not connected with the name of the 
material. In the opinion of the Board, whenever it is neces- 
sary to make a qualifying statement upon the label regarding

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a product, that qualifying statement must directly modify the 
name of the product itself.”’ 

It is important to bear in mind that any such qualifying 
statement should be made with such prominence and distinct- 
ness as to be at once evident to the purchaser. Such state- 
ment should be as terse as possible and not accompanied by 
unnecessary verbiage or any arrangement of matter which 
would conceal its true meaning. . 

We think the attitude of the Government as shown by 
the letters above quoted is a reasonable and consistent appli- 
cation of the regulations for the branding of canned foods, 
and that it should be easy of comprehension by all concerned. 


It is thus left with the packer to so arrange the matter 
on his label as to fully meet the requirements of law, with- 
out compelling him to group all necessary statements upon a 
single portion of the label; but, in doing this, he must act 
with due regard to the effect of such arrangement, and not 
render inconspicuous or obscure such statements as are re- 
quired to be plainly and conspicuously set forth. 


This is consistent with the whole intent of the law, that 
no deception is permitted in the branding of food products, 
and so long as the label contains the proper statements truly 
and fairly set forth, no objection will be urged against it. 

At the same time the packer must exercise every possible 
care that neither the whole label or any part of it is in any 
way misleading. 

lt will therefore be seen that most of the labels now in 
use by members of the Association are free of objection, and 
their use can be continued with entire safety, as in the main 
packers have adopted forms of labels of which Nos. 1 and 2 
herein referred to are fair samples. 


‘Those which are objectionable are comparatively few in 
number and their use can no doubt be discontinued without 
serious inconvenience and certainly to the advantage of all 
concerned.

The School of Horticuiture and State Horticultural 
Department of the Maryiand Agricultural College and 
Experiment Station, realizing the value of the canning 
industry to Maryland, and the tomato crop to this in- 
dustry, decided to start some co-operative experimental 
work with tomato growers. The chief object of this 
work was to help the growers to improve their methods. 
This would result in increased production per acre or 
decreased cost of production per bushel or ton, thereby 
adding to net profits. 

After studying conditions in the field the past season 
there were several points noted where united effort and 
possible change in methods of tomato growing might 
bring about improvement in results obtained. 


Seed Supply. 

Several growers who have been saving their own 
seed have, in the main, been getting very satisfactory 
results. The canner can do a great deal of good for him- 
self and grower by encouraging this work. 

The School of Horticulture has started co-operative 
work along this line. It has also started a co-operative 
experiment with some twenty growers to test a number 
of varieties and strains of canning tomatoes as sold by 
several seed houses. 

Fertilizers. 

What fertilizer io use on tomatoes is a question fre- 
quently asked. In order to obtain more definite infor- 
mation, direct from plots under practical farm conditions 
and for the different sections of the State, seven farmers 
started co-operative experiments in One 
grower has on his farm an experiment with the different 
forms of lime on tomatoes.

Beetle, Potato Beetle and Large Green Tomato Worm. 
In keeping the plants free of these insects we reduce the 
chances for disease infection. 

The Wilt, either Fungus or Bacterial, is becoming 
more serious in tomato growing. These diseases work- 
ing inside the root and stem of the plant are not con- 
trolled by sprays. Resistant varieties and crop rotation 
are the most reliable methods of combat. The School of 
Horticulture has about forty varieties and strains grow- 
ing on a farm near Preston (Caroline County) to test 
their resistance. The field this plot is on is known to 
be infested with Wilt. 


In order that the School of Horticulture may get 
more closely in touch with Wilt infestations in the State, 
we ask all canners and growers to send samples of plants 
with Wilt or any disease to John F. Monroe, College 
Park, Md. Co-operation is necessary to keep this trouble 
in check, and it is to the best interests of all that infes- 
tations be reported. 


The weather conditions have been such, with frosts 
and drouths this year, that the work was disturbed some- 
what in starting. In fact, some changes had to be made 
to meet these conditions. However, this will not effect 
the value of the co-operative experiments, 

Canners who are interested in this work and wish to 
get more closely in touch with it, will be furnished, upon 
request, with detailed information of experiments in 


their more immediate section. 


The School of Horticulture and State Department 
will have something more to say to the canners in the 
near future on the tomato question. The above, in fact, 
is only an outline of the work that is being conducted 
this season along the line of an attempt to improve the 
crop of canning tomatoes. As the plants develop and the 
crop matures every stage is carefully noted and every 
peculiarity recorded; the success or failure of efforts 
waiched and determinations for the next season made. 
It is as if the example were now upon the board and is 
being worked out. And it is in this working out that the 
canner will gain the full value of the study; and the Col- 
lege desires that the canners have this opportunity; that 
if possible they take part in it by being personally pres- 
ent to see conditions. In these pages will appear from 


time to time as the season and the work progresses brief 
accounts of these studies.

The Conditions of Crops in the Various Sections as Reported 
by the Canners Themselves—Definite yand -4uthori- 
tative as Seen in the Pate and Signa- 
ture—Up-to-the-Minute. 


. Kent County, Del., Aug. ist, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: The tomato acreage of this county 
is larger than usual and the crop is now in good condition, 
with fair prospects as to yields. We look for an increased 
output. The price is $9 per ton. 


Milford, Del., July 3ist, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: We pack tomatoes and peaches and 
our acreage of tomatoes is larger than last year. In some sec- 
tions the crop looks very good, but rain is badly needed, for 
the dry weather at present is hurting all crops. Our prospects 
are fair, and we ‘figure upon 6 tons to the acre. 
CAPT. WM. MURPHY. 


Talbot County, Md., Aug. 5th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: We have 60 per cent. of last year’s 
acreage of tomatoes, and the crop is about 10 days late. 
Frosts and the flea bugs kept it back, but our prospects now 
are for a fair crop on the acreage. 


Butler, Md., Aug. 5th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: We pack corn and tomatoes, and 
this year have an acreage one-third less than usual. In this 
section it has been exceedingly dry and tomatoes either have 
the blight or the leaves are falling off. Corn cannot make a 
half crop. We are still suffering from severe drouth, so that 
our prospects are poor here. Tomatoes are ripening, but are 
very small. We have had scarcely any rain since May and all 

of our crops look bad. PETER KESSLER & SON. 


Goldsborough, Md., Aug. 6th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: Our tomato acreage is the same as 
last year, and we have prospects for a fair crop, though 
weather conditions could change the results. Two-fifths of 
my acreage was set out early and is good and the balance 
went out late and is only fair. ROBERT JARRELL. 


Cumberland County, N. J., Aug. 5th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: We pack lima beans, string beans, 
beets, pears and tomatoes. Our acreage is about the same as 
usual, but the tomato crop is later than last year. Lima beans 
are better. The pear crop is almost a total failure, as the 


early frosts ruined them. The frosts and insects also made 
the tomato crop late and uneven. 


Gloucester County, N. J., Aug. 6th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: The weather is too dry now and 
may affect our tomato crop, which is the only article we 
handle. Our acreage is the same as last year, and indica- 
tions point to a good crop. 


Shirley, Ind., Aug. 2nd, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: Our prospects for a tomato crop 

are good, if we have a late fall. They now look fair, but are 

late, due to the early freezes, which killed the plants, and to a 
backward spring. Our acreage is about the same as usual.

Johnson County, Ind., Aug. 4th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: We pack peas, sweet corn and to- 
rmatoes. Peas were poor. Our corn acreage is two-thirds of 
last year’s, and the others about normal. The condition of 
corn and tomatoes is good, although a serious drouth threat- 
ens corn in many lacalities. 


Peru, Ind., Aug. 5th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: Dry weather at setting-out time 
and frost the first of June have made our tomato crop late. 
The crop will be late, but looks good at present, on about the 
same acreage as last year, though prospects are not as good 
as last season. 
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State of Missouri, Aug. 4th, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: The writer gathers information 
from all of Southwest Missouri and Northwest Arkansas, so 
please consider this as covering this territory. There are 
packed here tomatoes, string beans, apples and peaches. The 
tomato acreage is 50 per cent.; the bean acreage, 100 per cent. 
Tomatoes are three weeks late and are fairly good; expect to 
pack from 35 to 50 per cent. of last season’s output. Mis- 
souri as a whole will probably pack 200,000 cases or 50 per 
cent. of a normal pack. 

The bean pack was an entire failure. The apple crop is 
not good, and though the peach crop is good, the prices are so 
high for the fresh fruit that not many will go into cans. 

Missouri has many new factories this year, all of them 
very small, but as a whole they will pack several thousand 
cases of tomatoes, and at this date it is very hard to get a 
line on them, only the weather conditions are bad. Although 
we have many very poor farmers who do not get over 50 bush- 
els per acre, there are some who get as high as 300 to 400 
bushels, A PACKER. 


Greene County, Mo., Aug. 4th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: I do not pack, but manufacture 
small canning outfits; but regarding crop conditions would 
say that the acreage of tomatoes is not so large as usual, and 
is late. In many places it is fair and some sections in bad 
shape owing to the drouth. The crop needs rain all over this 
county, but where they have had some moisture lately the 
crop is not suffering. There are many new factories gone in 
this season, but with all this the acreage will be short, caused 

by the drouth and cold spring. THOS. M. BROWN. 


Hayden, Mo., July 30th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: Our tomato acreage is about one- 
fifth what it usually is, and the crop in poor condition. With 
us prospects are very poor, all due to a failure to get plants 
and the drouth.

The Canning Trade: Our corn acreage is 60 per cent. 
less than last season, and is in very poor condition, as there 
has been no rain to speak of for several weeks.

The Canning Trade: Corn is only two-fifths of its usual 
acreage, but it is in good condition and the prospects are for 
a fair yield. We pay from $5 to $7 per ton and look for three 
tons to the acre. 


St. Bonifacius, Minn., July 3ist, 1913. 


The Canning Trade: We pack corn, string beans and 
wax beans, pumpkin, beets and tomatoes. On all we have a 
fair acreage. The condition of corn is fair, string and wax 
beans extra good, and all other crops are looking well. Our 
prospects are for a good average pack, but the corn acreage 
has been considerably reduced. 


MINNETONKA CANNING CO. 


Huron County, Ohio, Aug. 4th, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: We handle only sauerkraut and 
pickles. This season our acreage is at least 25 per cent. less 
than last. The cabbage crop is looking fairly well, but will 
be about three weeks later than usual. Cucumber vines are 
not looking very well, owing to the extreme hot weather and 
the lack of rains. The pickle crop has been hurt by the ex- 
treme hot weather and several severe hail storms. The short- 
age of the cabbage acreage is due to the magot in early plant 
beds and hail storms, resulting in growers not having suf- 
ficient plants at planting time.

The Canning Trade: We pack strawberries, gooseber- 
ries, cherries, red and black raspberries, plums, peaches, ap- 
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ples, pears and tomatoes. The dry weather and the frosts in 
the spring make the crop prospects uncertain. Tomatoes look 
good now. 

Strawberries were a failure; gooseberries and raspberries 
one-fifth of a crop; apples, plums and peaches will be short. 
The weather is dry and unfavorable and every crop that has 
been gathered has been disappointing. We look for a small 
pack in this section of Michigan.

Fancher, N. Y., Aug. 5th, 1913. 


The Canning Trade: We pack tomatoes, peaches and 
apples. The tomato acreage was increased possibly three 
times over, and: they are now looking fine, well fruited, but 
it is most too dry for them. If we get rain we will have a 
larger crop. The cold weather in the spring and the present 
dry weather hurt the crops somewhat. RICE BROS. 


Hopkins County, Ky., Aug. 5th, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: We pack principally tomatoes and 
our acreage is larger than last year, about as large again, but 
the crop is in very poor condition. It is late and needing rain 
badly. Usually we start canning at this time, but will do very 
little this week. 

Our prospects are discouraging, and the crop is cut about 
in half, as we have had but little rain for the past three 
months, and the hot winds are now doing lots of damage. 

Decature, Ark., July 30th, 1913. 

The Canning Trade: We pack blackberries, peaches, 
apples and tomatoes. Blackberries are short, but peaches are 
better; tomatoes smaller and apples very short, from an acre- 
age point of view. 

An early and long lasting drouth, about nine weeks, has 
hurt crops badly. We got a nice rain last week, which, if fol- 
lowed up by others, will help out a great deal. On this ac- 
count the prospects for peaches and tomatoes are a little 
better. We pay $10 for tomatoes. DECATURE, ARK. 


Hamilton, Ont., Can., July 30th, 1913. 
The Canning Trade: As you know we pack a full line of 
fruits and vegetables, and this season increased our acreage. 
The crops now look very well, and consequently our prospects 
are good.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


“Cold Spring” and “Jack Frost” sowed heavily to 
canners crops this season, and their negative harvest is 
now being reaped—in a light yield of canners’ crops. 


Of course, bad news always travels faster than good 
news, and light packs of both corn and tomatoes may be 
the outcome of the reported poor conditions of these 
crops, generally; but the market prices do not indicate 
any beliefin such. Tomatoes at 80c. and 50 to 55c. corn— 
and what is more to the point the light buying of futures 
at these cost prices—conclusively prove the jobbers’ as- 
surance that packs will be heavy. 


A word to all packers—Insure against any or all con- 
ditions by packing all your goods of fine quality. That is, 


be careiul with every can; see that all are well filled with 
the quality that Nature furnishes you; carefully cull out 
all inferior stuff and run it on the dump, where it is worth 
more to you than in the cans. Then if the packs are 
heavy, you will be prepared by having good, marketable 
stuff—for there is always a market for a well-filled can 
of good food. Good goods have never yet hurt the mar- 
ket—it is always the poor, trashy stuff that has hurt the 
good goods. On the other hand, should the packs be 
light, you will be in the best position you have ever been, 
doubly secure. Not having sold your pack as futures you 
will have the goods to offer at the advanced market 
prices—be able to profit by the advances; and, having 
good goods, you will command the top prices of this ad- - 
vanced market. This is the only sure game to play this 
season. 


Don’t fall into the old fallacy that on an advancing 
market “anything” will sell. There have been more 
wrecks caused by this near-sighted and foolish, unbusi- 


ness-like policy, than from all other causes combined, And 
if this were true under normal conditions in the past— 
and it is absolutely true, despite the fact that you may 
have succeeded in working off some lots of poor stuff in 
past years—it is a thousand times more true today. 
Whv? Because, no matter how the prices advance, job- 
bers will not buv in a speculative way, but will confine 
their purchases to absolute needs. And, secondly, and 
of the greatest import, they are going to be over-careful, 
hypercritical if -ou wish, in every lot bought. The 
goods positively must come well up to requirements or 
the will be rejected. There were more rejections in 
canned tomatoes last season than ever before; but the 
buvers will be even more careful this season than last, 
and the quality will have to be there, or the goods will be 
turned back. The Government is going to be more ex- 
acting, and they know it, and they do not propose having 
their reputations hurt by being caught with a lot of 
trashy goods. 


Turn away the hard corn and feed it to the hogs or 
run it into your silo; run that heated and souring pile of 
corn into the husks, not into cans; keep ahead of your 
growers and not behind; give each can its proper amount 
of brine (in which has been dissolved the proper propor- 
tions of sugar as well as salt), and keep up to, but not 
ahead of, your kettles. , 

Take time to show your peelers how to “skin” the 
tomatoes without cutting them in half and so wasting 
the best part of them. You can make a year’s profit right 
at that point, and be surprised at some things you can 
learn. Lots of you have never noticed the good money 


_ you are throwing into the skin and core pile. If the work 


is done well here, it will be more than half done. Then 
fill your cans with tomatoes, after properly grading and 
sorting, and don’t use water. Grade according to quality 
of fruit, not as to quantity of fill, and you will have proper 
grading. Don’t expect to make a standard tomato out

of poor-colored, under-ripe, scabby fruit; it cannot be 
done. But when you pack seconds of this kind, fill the 
cans. They must be full or the Government is coming 
down on you like a pile of bricks. Keep that in mind. 
There is no such thing as filling by ounces, weight or 
measure. The Government regulations say that the cans 
must be as reasonably full as proper processing will per- 
mit; and we both know that means full, no matter what 
the size of the cans. 


A matter of very great importance regarding the 
labels has been decided by the Government and is given 
in this week’s issue, under the National Canners’ Associ- 
ation Bulletin No. 15. There has been much uncertainty 
and worry as to how to arrange the labels to comply with 
the Government requirements, and particularly as to the 
question of what constitutes the principal label. It will 
now be seen that the Government intends treating this 
matter broadly, and has no intention to impose hard- 
ships. All it asks is honesty of intention, and the careful 
avoidance of all attempts to evade the truth. The Asso- 
ciation’s summing up of the matter is clear and to the 
point, and furnishes one more evidence of the great work 
that body is doing. 


Secretary Gorrell is back at his desk in Washington, 
and reports that there will be a special meeting of the 
Research Committee, of which Henry. Burden 2nd is 
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Chairman, held in Washington on August 13th, for the 
purpose of selecting the research problems which the La- 
boratories there are expected to take up. These Labor- 
atories are rapidly taking shape, and will soon be actively 
“on the job.” Dr, Bitting is expected to join Dr. Bige- 
low about August 20th, and with these commanders on 
the scene, we may expect the great defensive guns to be 
brought into play and the boom of the canning industry 
commenced. 


Attention is called to the special article appearing 
this week on the growing of tomatoes for canning pur- 
poses and the others to follow. Nothing more important 
has ever been undertaken for the tomato canners of 
Maryland, and the Maryland Agricultural College should 
have the support of every canner in the business. This 
work is directly for the benefit of the canners, the Col- 
lege being willing to send special men to explain the 
proper selection of seed, a thing that must be commenced 
now, while the crop is growing. We think when asking 
for such a man that the least any packer could do would 
be to pay his traveling expenses and furnish his board 
while on the work. This would be but a small outlay to 
the canner, but an act of courtesy to the College. A few 
dollars would cover the expenses, and yet the amount of 
information furnished by such a special instructor would 
be hard to estimate. We trust advantage will be taken 
of this great opportunity.

Dr. Bitting’s Laboratory to be dismantled—Suggested the Canners buy it and 
‘continue the work—Exposition taking shape—A model cannery to be 


run—Strike in Salmon canneries causes worry. 


Reported by Telegraph 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 8, 1913. 

Government Laboratory to Close.—California canners 
will be disappointed to learn that the laboratory and experi- 
mental canning plant that has been maintained at San Fran- 
cisco by the Government for the past two seasons is to be 
closed shortly and that the work is to be discontinued. The 
equipment and such part of the pack of fruits and vegetables 
on hand that will not be needed to conclude the experiments 
under way will be disposed of at auction on August 16th, and 
shortly after this Dr. and Mrs. A. W. Bitting will leave for 
Washington to take up work in the new laboratory of the Na- 
tional Canners’ Association. The results secured at the local 
experimental station during the past two seasons have been 
highly satisfactory, but there are many problems of great in- 
terest and value to the canning trade that have scarcely been 
touched at all. In speaking of the dismantlement of the local 
canning plant and laboratory Dr. Bitting said: “It is unfortu- 
nate that this laboratory is not to be maintained permanently, 
for nowhere in the country are conditions more favorable for 
practical work. The wonderful variety of fruits and vege- 
tables available here and the further fact that these may be 
had fresh throughout the entire year, makes San, Francisco 
an ideal spot for the location of such an experimental station. 
From March until December vegetables follow each other in 
rapid succession, and during the winter months olives and 
citrous fruits could be given attention. While much has been 
accomplished during the past two years, there are many lines 
that have received absolutely no attention at our hands. Sev- 
eral months’ work could be devoted to advantage on Cali- 
fornia baked beans, tamales, enchiladas and such specialties 
as these. A first-class laboratory could be maintained here 
indefinitely with profit to the canning trade.’’ While no action 
will probably be taken on the matter at this late hour, the 
suggestion has been made that the equipment of the local 
plant be purchased by California canners, and that the work 
given such a splendid start by Dr. and Mrs. Bitting be con- 
tinued. California boasts of the value of her canned products, 
which runs up into the millions of dollars, and the predictions 
are made that within a very few years the value of the fruit 
and vegetable pack will be doubled. Surely such a prosperous 
industry could easily afford to maintain an experimental can- 
ning plant operated solely in the best interests of the canning 
trade. 

Exhibits at the Exposition—A Model Cannery.—Now that 
exposition buildings on the grounds of the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition are commencing to assume definite 
form, and far-sighted manufacturers in various lines are pre- 
paring the displays that will be made by them in 1915, the 
canning trade is beginning to give the matter of an adequate 
exhibit some attention. The recent visit of Frank E. Gor- 
rell, secretary of the National Canners’ Association, has 
served to stimulate interest in this matter, and something 
definite along this line will probably be decided upon at once. 
It is proposed to establish a model canning factory on the 
Exposition grounds where fruits and vegetables will be canned 
in full view of visitors during the entire life of the Exposi- 
tion, from February to December. Such an exhibit as this 
would not only be a tremendous boost for California fruits 
and vegetables, but would be of great benefit to the canning 
trade as a whole, as it would illustrate the fact that no pre- 
servatives are used in canning, and that canning plants are 
sanitary—two points that are still not clear in many minds. 
By all means let us have such an exhibit, especially as it can 
be self-sustaining by the sale of the fruits and vegetables 


packed, and its advertising value would probably be greater 
than that of any publicity fund that could be raised. The 
canning trade of California and of the whole country cannot 
afford to allow such a golden opportunity for publicity as this 
pass by without taking advantage of it. It might be well to 
add that the opening of the great exposition is but eighteen 
months away, and that careful planning is necessary to make 
such an exhibit as this an unqualified success. 

The Panama-Pacific International Exposition Company 
has issued its official classification of exhibits, and in this 
considerable attention is paid to the canning industry and its 
products. Under group 123, which will be found in the Agri- 
cultural Building, will be displayed the complete equipment 
of factories for the canning of meat, fish, vegetables and fruit, 
the group being devoted to the display of equipment and meth- 
ods employed in the preparation of foods and beverages. In 
the same building will be a display of preserved meat, fish and 
vegetables divided in classes as follows: 


Class 621—-Meat preserved by any proces. 
canned meats. Meat and soup tablets. 
Various pork products. 


Class 622—-Fish preserved by any process. 
in barrels, cod, herring, etc. 
sardines, anchovies. 
aceti, etc. 


Class 623—-Canned lobster, canned oysters, canned 

Class 624—-Vegetables preserved by various processes. 
shrimp, canned turtle, canned terrapin. 

Class 625—-Army and navy commissary stores and equip- 
ment. 


Fruit Crop Yields Light.—The California canned fruit 
and vegetable market is quiet at present, with business rather 
light. Packers are winding up the season on apricots in the 
Bay section and are commencing work on peaches in the val- 
ley. The peach crop is proving lighter than anticipated, and 
but few growers are delivering anywhere near the amounts 
estimated at the time contracts were signed. Canners are 
making strenuous efforts to secure stocks of clings and higher 
prices are ruling for green fruit, than was the case a month 
ago. Orange clings are selling for $25 and as high as $35 a 
ton is being paid for Tuscans. As soon as packing is well 
under way some price adjustments will probably be made. 


Salmon.—The strike of the salmon fishermen and em- 
ployes of the factories in the Columbia River district has 
caused an added interest in this article, as it is feared the 
trouble may spread from the Fraser River district, where it 
began, to all sections of the salmon canning territory. The 
heavy run of fish caused the operators to make a cut in the 
high prices being paid, and it is this cut that is causing the 
trouble. While fish were scarce packers naturally bid the 
prices up to get them, but now that the good runs are.on, they 
feel that the prices offered are very reasonable. . 

Coast Notes.—The Terra Bella Fruit Growers’ Associa- 
tion, of Terra Bella, Cal., is erecting a cannery at that place 
at a cost of $10,000, and will have this in readiness to care 
for the tomato crop. 


Plans are being made to establish a fruit and vegetable 
cannery at Orange, Cal., the preliminary work being done by 
W. C. Gearhart. 

The Nevada County Cannery has been opened for busi- 
ness at Grass Valley, Cal., and will pack beans, after which 
Bartlett pears and apples will receive attention. 

A number of canning plants on the Siuslaw and Coquille 
rivers in Oregon will remain closed this season, owing to the 
low prices being offered for canned salmon, among these being 
the Coquille Co-operative Cannery. 

Manager Merritt, of the Pacific Tuna Packing Co., whose 
plant at San Diego, Cal., was recently destroyed by fire, an- 
nounces that a new cannery will be built and equipped at 
once,

—Reports mainly by wire—The canned food situation as IT IS. 


BALTIMORE. 
Baltimore, Md., Aug. 9th, 1913. 

Ideal weather this week for the tomato crop throughout 
this section, with just enough rain and a fair average temper- 
ature. The growing crop needed it, and needed it badly. 
The farmers and canners are relieved of their anxiety until 
the next trouble appears. The crop is not made yet, and there 
are several things that can happen during the next thirty or 
forty days to put a crimp in it, but it’s a good plan to follow 
the old maxim: Don’t trouble trouble until trouble troubles 
you. The,tomato canners figure that the cost to pack Stand- 
ard quality No. 3 tomatoes this season, under the most favor- 
able conditions, is close to 80c. dozen, if not fully that much, 
and that there must be some improvement in the selling price 
to show them a profit. All in all, there are the strongest sort 
of indications of an active market for tomatoes during the 
next four months. 

During the week there was the same character of buy- 
ing of tomatoes that has prevailed during the last two or 
three months, in lots of one to three or four carloads, chiefly 
the No. 3 size, for immediate shipment, or for August deliv- 
ery, and widely scattered, with a lighter demand for Septem- 
ber and October deliveries. The quality of the fruit now com- 
ing in is satisfactory, and the best grades will be canned from 
now on. The problem of obtaining sufficient labor at the 
country canneries is increasingly difficult to handle satisfac- 
torily, and before the canning season ends it may play an im- 
portant part in the cost to produce the goods. 

In the other lines of vegetables there was no dominat- 
ing feature this week, and no star performer. The staple 
articles in the list were in demand daily, about as usual, but 
straight carload orders for any one article were scarce. The 
first arrivals of the new crop of Pole Lima Beans came in this 
week, but it will be several weeks before the bulk of the crop 
will be due. Sweet potatoes are in demand, both spots and fu- 
tures. The low-priced spot corn that was so freely offered up 
until recently appears to be sold out so far as this section is 
concerned. 

The canning of new peaches is developing so very slowly 
that one would hardly believe that the season for that fruit 
is on. Some pie peaches and second peaches are being made, 
and probably the fruit will be good enough for standard qual- 
ity from now on, but it is mighty scarce for canning purposes. 
The blackberry season produced the lighter pack this time 


. than has been known in a long while, and the prices for them 


are pretty sure to stiffen up some. The canning of blueberries 
was next to nothing, comparatively, and they cost too high to 
pack. Strawberries, gooseberries, raspberries and white cher- 
ries are very firm because of small stocks and steady buying 
in small lots. Some early varieties of apples are arriving, but 
the canners get very few of them; they cost too much. Con- 
tinued unfavorable reports about the pear crop make the 
packers chary about selling them for forward delivery. 

Small demand this week for cove oysters; prices are 


strong.

Tomatoes.—Vacation period is having its usual quieting 
influence on the market, for buyers are not anticipating wants 
except where necessary. They are rather thinking of the sea- 
shore and its cooling breezes or some other spot where they 
can rest from their labor during the excessively hot weather 
we have been experiencing. 


The few early tomatoes that are being packed are not ac- 
ceptable to buyers, as the color is unusually poor. This draws 
the more heavily upon the spot stocks which will have to fill 
the gap until deliveries can be made from the later packing, 
which will not be much, if any, before September 15th. As 
tomatoes cannot be shipped with impunity until they have 
cooled and September 15th will probably be the height of the 
season this year, for that reason shipments may be the still 
further delayed on account of the rush and the shortage of 
labor. 

So-called standards are being offered for spot delivery 
at 60c. and 80c. for 2s and 3s, respectively, but for anything 
good, and especially for buyer’s label, higher prices are de- 
manded. 

It is estimated that at least 50 per cent. of the late crop 
of tomatoes was set out after June 20th. The late tomatoes 
have made very quick growth, as the weather has been favor- 
able for the growing plant, but a very experienced packer re- 
marked a few days ago that very often where the plants grew 
so rapidly they did not fruit well. This has led to special in- 
vestigation on our part in this section which has confirmed 
this statement. Some of the fields which look the most flour- 
ishing from the distance, on close inspection show that there 
is little or no fruit and very few blossoms. It will take six 
weeks from the time the fruit sets until it matures, which 
would mean September 20th from this writing. 

We do not mean in any way to be alarmists, but we do 
mean to say that if there is not a good setting of fruit, or if 
any other conditions should arise to prevent a good crop with 
the few futures that have been sold, there will be a scramble 
to get to cover and the popular price for future No. 3 standard 
tomatoes this season has been about cost. The situation will 
bear watching. The carry-over is small; conservative packers 
have been wary throughout the whole season, not booking 
orders at the prices which the trade were willing to pay, hence 
the small volume of future business booked and the least ad- 
verse crop condition will lead to a higher market. If you want 
to play the game safe, now is the time to act. Later, it may be 
another story, although the tomato situation is always a 
gamble. 

While 60c. and 80c. are still being quoted by some pack- 
ers for future delivery, the more responsible and experienced 
packers are asking higher prices and are not pressing sales. 

There is already a feeling of anxiety throughout the 
Western packing and distributing centres. They have been 
subject to wind, tornadoes, floods and heat from the torrid 
zone this season. What next will happen to them no one 
knows, and these weather conditions are now having their 
effect on the crop. If anxiety in the West increases, Eastern 
buyers better sit up, take notice and get busy. . 

Corn.—The writer has personally investigated crop con- 
ditions in several of the corn-producing sections and finds that 
the dry weather has left its mark. In the best fields he was 
particularly struck with the small percentage of stalks that 
were earing and the large percentage with no ears at all. 
Corn must have rain and this is simply one of the natural 
effects of the lack of sufficient moisture. 

With the general curtailment of acreage in the largest 
growing sections and the extreme heat, which these same sec- 
tions have recently been experiencing and the conditions in 
the East as stated above, there is every reason why corn should 
round to, and it is believed that just now it can be bought 
cheaper than any other time within the next year. Many large 
and shrewd buyers have awakened to the situation and are 
already busy as the wise ones are apt to be. 

Personal reports from Maine indicate a crop for 1913 no 
better than for 1912. The spot market has already strength- 
ened 714c. to 10c. per dozen for corn of desirable quality, and 
this strength has been reflected in an advance in the future 
market, added to increased interest. We invite the attention 
of all careful buyers to the present situation. As yet we are 
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able to take good care of our customers and to place their 
orders where they will be given the best attention at our quo- 
tations. Later, it may be another story.

Tomatoes.—There is nothing of interest to report this 
week in the situation on tomatoes. Packers are busy getting 
their factories in shape for this season’s work and buyers are 
watching the market and picking up any snaps that are being 
offered. The Baltimore packers have been packing some of 
the early Jersey tomatoes, but the arrivals have been light, 
and it has cost them 82% @85c. per dozen to pack No. 3 
Standards. The regular season will not open up before the 
latter part of the month, and will not be in full blast until 
September, owing to the lateness of the season. 

The market on future tomatoes is quiet. Most jobbers 
have bought a fair portion of their requirements, and are con- 
tent to rest easy for the present and await developments.
